| babes a portion of the conteuts. The previ-
| ous evening she had administered to them
| five drops each, which failed to quiet them,
and she determined chen to iucrease the dose,
pouring it into a teaspoon, without eounting
the drops. She theu placed the babes in the
crib, and paid po particular attention to
them for some time. 'Their unusual (uiet-
pess attracted her attention, and she o bsery:
ed a langor and c¢xtrewe drowsiness, which
greatly alarmed her. She fled for a neigh-
bor woman, who immediately began to iu-
quire what she bad given the children. The
mother repited that it was paregorie, and
upon turning to the phial, she was Lorrified
| at finding the parcgorie and laudanum phials
| side by side. She then remewmbered
she had placed the laudauum there after
after having applied some of it to Licr fingers
which she bad burut the same day. An ex-
amination convinced ber that she had given
her babes laudasum instead of paregorie,
